REACH AGREEMENT 
ON PRICE FOR SITE 
OF DECATUR'S NEW 


“Divine Sarah” Has Heart Attack 


Deeds Are Drawn By The Own­ 
ers To The City Of 
Decatur 


*16,000 PROPERTY’S PRICE 
UNDER THE SETTLEMENT 


Proceedings Which Have 
Been 
In Court Have Come To 
An End 


An agreement affecting the price 
of the lot has been reached by mem­ 
bers of the Decatur school board and 
owners of the .property upon which 
the new high school is to be erected, 
R was announced officially Tuesday 
morning. 
Judge Oceola Kyle Saturday heard 
the report of a commission appointed 
by Probate Judge L. P. Troup and 
other evidence, on an appeal taken 
by the original owners of the proper­ 
ty in question as to an equitable price. 
He upheld the findings of the commis­ 
sion named by Judge Troup, which 
had fixed the sale pric© of the prop­ 
erty for school purposes at $15,000. 
But a compromise was reached fin­ 
ally out of court whereby Messrs Mc- 
Entirc and Hitnes the owners of -the 
property were paid the sum of $15,000, 
and they accordingly made a deed to 
the property drawn in favor of the 
city of Decatur. 
The commission ap­ 
pointed by Judge Troup was composed 
of John Patterson, W. E. Sivley and 
E. W. Bussey. *4 These 
men 
were 
named under th© law effecting 
the 
procedure to be taken when condem­ 
nation of property for public use is 
asked. 
It was the duty of the com­ 
mission to view the property 
over 
which the controversy arose, take ev- 
—idence as to its cost, taxes paid on it, 
and as to its probable present market 
value, 
th is it Accordingly did, with 
the result, that th’e commission named 
015,000 the same figures offered by 
the school board about a year ago. 
A member of the Decatur school 
board seen this morning expressed 
satisfaction, that thc controversy had 
been ended. He said that the real es­ 
tate in question composed about ten 
city lots located on East Pond Street, 
and added that the new school proper­ 
ty would extend clear down to the 
water’s edge of the Tennessee river. 
He stated that plans would be exe­ 
cuted at once whereby 
the 
school 
property would be greatly beautified 
and improved in every way. The whole 
area will be cleared off and smoothed; 
then it will be carefully tem ed down 
to the river, then grass and shrubs 
will be planted. 
This work is to pro­ 
ceed simultaneously with the erection 
of the new high school building.
